FELLOW  NUMISMATISTS;- 


Welcome  to  our  86th  NUMISMATIC  COMMENTARY  and  PUBLIC  AND  MAIL  AUCTION  SALE.  The  sale  will  be 
held  in  conjunction  with  the  12th  New  York  International  Coin  Convention,  the  premier  international  coin  convention  in  the  New  World. 
Note  that  this  year  the  first  session  of  our  sale  will  be  held  on  Friday  evening,  December  9th,  as  the  first  event  of  the  convention,  although 
the  bourse  will  not  open  to  the  public  until  Saturday  morning.  We  invite  your  participation  both  by  mail  and  in  person. 


We  believe  that  this  year’s  sale  contains  several  most  interesting  collections.  First  among  these  is  the  Andres  Santa 
Cruz  collection  of  Spanish  American  colonial  proclamation  pieces.  What  the  Northumberland  Collection  sales  were  for  18th  and  early 
19th  century  European  medals,  this  Santa  Cruz  collection  should  represent  for  medallic  pieces  with  a Hispanic  flavor.  The  auction  also 
features  the  Gosling  collection  of  English,  German,  and  South  African  coins  including  a number  of  lovely  items.  Interspersed  with  these 
is  the  collection  of  Latin  American  rarities  formed  by  Mr.  Thomas  Faistauer,  the  well  known  numismatic  connoisseur. 


Although  the  recent  declines  in  the  bullion  market  have  sent  some  of  the  gold  bugs  into  a tailspin  once  again,  the 
numismatic  doldrums  brought  on  by  the  last  recession  do  seem  to  be  over.  The  recent  Coinex  convention  in  London  and  the  October 
convention  in  Norway  were  both  terrific  successes  as  were  the  auctions  that  clustered  around  them;  this  certaily  bodes  well  for  Euro- 
pean recovery.  Some  of  our  European  clients  have  complained  (with  some  justification)  that  the  current  high  valuation  of  the  U.  S. 
Dollar  makes  dollar  denominated  purchases  very  expensive  for  them.  They  seem  to  conveniently  forget  the  reverse  situation  when  the 
dollar  was  extremely  weak  during  the  middle  and  late  1970's.  It  all  seems  to  balance  out  in  the  end,  for  international  numismatics  has 
truly  become  a worldwide  marketplace. 


We  are  pleased  that  Mr.  Hans  M.  F.  Schulman  will  once  again  serve  as  our  Auctioneer  for  this  sale.  Although  he  is 
semi-retired  and  has  no  connection  with  the  firm  of  Henry  Christensen  Inc.,  when  the  late  Herb  Melnick  became  ill,  Hans  was  kind  enough 
to  fill-in  as  auctioneer  in  an  emergency.  The  sale  went  so  well,  and  both  Mr.  Schulman,  our  clients  and  consignors,  and  ourselves  were 
so  pleased  with  the  results,  that  we  have  been  delighted  to  continue  to  avail  ourselves  of  Mr.  Schulman's  auctioneering  expertise  for  this 
annual  December  auction.  Though  they  were  never  associated  in  business,  my  father  and  Mr.  Schulman  were  friends  for  many,  many 
years,  and,  at  one  time,  had  offices  in  the  same  building  on  Fifth  Avenue.  Once  when  I was  at  home  sick  with  influenza  as  a little  boy,  my 
father  brought  me  a cigar  box  of  junk  coins  to  play  with  to  pass  the  time.  Upon  hearing  of  this, Hans  sent  to  me  my  first  coin  book  to  help 
sort  the  pieces  - a 1st  edition  of  the  Yeoman  "Brown  Book"  given  to  me  on  St.  Nicholas  Day,  1957  - a book  which  is  still  in  my  library.

THE  SANTA  CRUZ  COLLECTION  OF  PROCLAMATION  PIECES 


We  are  pleased  to  present  in  the  following  lots  the  outstanding  collection  of  Spanish  and  Spanish  American  Colonial 
Proclamation  Pieces  formerly  the  property  of  General  Andres  Santa  Cruz  (1792-1865),  a general  officer  in  the  army  of  Simon 
Bolivar  President  of  Bolivia  1829-1839,  and  Protector  of  the  confederation  of  Bolivia  and  South  Peru  1836-1839  until  his  defeat 
by  the  Chileans.  After  that  disaster,  he  lived  in  exile  in  Europe  until  1865. 

Other  sections  of  this  auction  include  Bolivian  coinage  and  medals,  especially  of  Bolivar,  and  some  European  medals 
no  doubt  acquired  during  his  period  of  exile.  This  first  section,  however,  features  the  colonial  Proclamation  Pieces  - special  issues  of 
medals  and  coins  struck  or  cast  by  various  cities,  mayors,  chambers  of  commerce,  prelates,  and  other  bigwigs  to  proclaim  their 
allegiance  and  homage  to  each  succeeding  Spanish  monarch.  To  the  Santa  Cruz  group  we  have  added  additional  specimens  to  fill  in 
gaps,  making  this,  we  believe,  the  finest  collection  of  these  scarce  and  attractive  medals  brought  to  the  auction  block  since  the 
Skilton  sale  of  1925.  A brief  comparison  may  be  in  order,  and  we  list  the  outstanding  proclamation  collection  auctions  we  have 
used  in  our  research:

As  a footnote,  we  should  point  out  that  many  of  the  pieces  listed  in  various  noteworthy  collections  are  repeat  appear- 
ances of  the  same  medal.  For  example,  most  of  the  Fonrobert  medals  went  to  Ulex,  thence  to  Salbach,  thence  to  Skilton  and 
Peltzer,eventually  to  Virgil  Brand.  Many  of  the  pieces  in  our  Pardo  Collection  of  1967  came  from  the  Rosa-Pelleti  catalog  of  1919. 
Many  of  these  medals  are  truly  rare,  with  repeated  auction  appearances  over  the  last  100  years  listing  only  the  same  one  or  two 
known  examples. 


If  the  Medina  collection,  which  purportedly  included  some  400  different  medals,  had  ever  come  to  sale  in  its  entirety 
via  Alcedo  Almanzar  it  would  have  represented  the  largest  group  offered.  Instead  most  of  it  was  broken  up  piecemeal  by  the 
Elizondos  Pere  et  Fils.  If  the  Vidal  Quadras  Collection  had  ever  come  to  the  market  intact  it  certainly  would  have  been  the  largest 
and  most  important  collection  presented,  but  it  has  not  appeared.  Failing  those  groups,  we  are  left  with  this  superb  Santa  Cruz  Col- 
lection as  a significant  group  of  "fresh  meat"  on  the  market.  At  257  different  medals  it  is  second  only  to  the  fabulous  Skilton  Col- 
lection sold  by  Tom  Elder  in  1925  by  some  7 medals.  In  the  Skilton  sale,  121  of  the  medals  were  from  the  Spanish  mainland  (some 
46  percent  of  the  whole).  Thus  the  Santa  Cruz  Collection,  with  232  different  American  pieces,  appears  to  be  the  largest  grouping  of 
New  World  Proclamations  offered  among  the  sales  surveyed.

Useful  for  the 
North  American  ties. 

The  other  titles  on  proclamations  have  basically  been  relegated  to  shelf  decoration  status;  O'Crouley  never  went  much 
beyond  that.  Perez  Varela  was  a good  early  attempt  but  rendered  totally  obsolete  100  years  ago.  Rosa's  ACLAMACIONES,  pub- 
lished in  Buenos  Aires  in  1895  is  fun  for  the  collector  of  pieces  from  the  Rio  de  La  Plata  area  as  he  does  give  much  background  da- 
ta, but  it  was  largely  repeated  by  Medina  in  1901  and  1917.  Perez  Maldonado's  works  have  been  totally  replaced  by  Grove. 

It  has  been  a pleasure  to  catalog  this  collection,  the  likes  of  which  we  do  not  expect  to  see  anytime  soon  again;  we 
invite  your  avid  participation  in  its  dispersal.

THE  20  OVER  EAGLE  COUNTERMARK  OF  MARTINIQUE 


By  Ralph  C.  Gordon 


Of  all  the  coins  in  the  West  Indies  countermarked  gold  series,  only  those  stamped  with  22  over  eagle  or  20  over  eagle  on 
Martinique  are  known  in  sufficient  numbers  to  attempt  to  list  the  varieties  of  the  stamp  and  differentiate  between  them. 

The  22/eagle  poses  some  problems.  The  countermark  is  by  no  means  as  frequently  met  with  as  the  20/eagle,  and  there  is  at 
least  one  established  case  of  a modern  fraudulent  punch,  as  well  as  some  others  that  are  a matter  of  opinion.  This  is  not  the  case  for  the 
20/eagle. 


The  decree  of  26  September  1805  which  authorized  these  countermarks  provided  that,  in  order  to  distinguish  between  them 
and  determine  their  value,  the  coins  of  good  Portuguese  gold  should  be  counterstamped  with  a 22  and  those  manufactured  in  America, 
Geneva  or  other  foreign  countries  with  a 20.  In  both  cases  an  eagle  should  be  placed  below.  The  verification  and  marking  was  to  be  done  by 
goldsmith  Costet  of  St.  Pierre,  Martinique. 

Thus,  the  gold  coins  marked  20/eagle  were  the  innumerable  forgeries  of  the  Portuguese  6400  Reis  which  were  current  in  the 
West  Indies  at  the  time.  The  20  stood  for  livres  (value)  per  gros  (weight  - 3.82  grams)  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  carats,  as  has  sometimes 
been  said.  As  a matter  of  fact,  they  were  not  classic  base  metal  forgeries  at  all;  they  were  of  good  gold,  just  thin.  They  were  made  from 
flans  of  genuine  gold  coins,  reduced  in  thickness  and  clipped. 

Uncountermarked  contemporary  forgeries  of  this  type  are  very  scarce  today,  if  not  actually  rare.  In  contrast  to  West  Indies 
countermarked  silver,  there  is  just  no  basic  stock  available  on  which  the  modern  fraudulent  operator  can  work.  (1 ) 

About  four  years  ago  the  author  drew  up  a tentative  list  of  four  varieties  of  the  20/eagle  countermark,  based  on  the  examination 
of  eleven  pieces.  Since  that  time  he  has  seen  six  or  seven  more,  and  each  of  them  has  matched  one  of  the  four  varieties.  This,  of  course,  is 
not  to  say  there  may  not  be  others,  but  it  begins  to  look  less  and  less  like  it. 

The  following  is  the  description  of  these  varieties,  which  hopefully  will  enable  the  student  to  distinguish  them  even  without  a 
comparative  piece  handy.

Notes: 

1 . The  author  has  only  seen  one  modern  fraud,  a very  crude  20/eagle  on  a small  Danish  gold  piece.  Even 
here  there  is  about  a 5 percent  chance  the  fake  mark  may  be  contemporary.  However,  Pridmore,  p.  246 
Nos.  21  and  22,  lists  2 plugged  coins  with  20/eagle.  These  must  be  considered  suspicious  and  would  have 
to  be  examined  carefully. 

2.  The  Pridmore  plate  coin  is  of  this  variety. 

3.  In  theory,  it  is  just  possible  that  a fraudulent  mark  could  be  put  on  a genuinely  stamped  coin  to  make  a 
multiple-mark  specimen.  All  the  varieties  listed  have  been  noted  on  singly  marked  coins  except,  so  far. 
Variety  D,  which  the  author  has  no  hesitation  in  accepting  on  other  grounds.
